MEMORANDUM FOR THE FILE 


1. In connection with a number of papers which are being 
prepared at the White House on various crises during the Johnson 
Administratio n, sometime during the week beginning 28 October 

25X1 received a call from John Foster at the White House 

asking for "minutes" of the meeting on Cyprus at the White House 
on Sunday, 26 January 1964. Apparently there is no written 
record of this meeting either at the White House or the Department 
of State. 


2. After appropriate consultation here | | told Mr. 

Foster that we had no minutes of the meeting. He added that we 
had a note in our file which indicated that General Carter attended 
the meeting as the Agency's representative and listed some of the 
people who were present but that we had nothing which could be 
described as minutes.

3. Peter Jessup later called | who took the same 

position. Peter then approached the Director, who confirmed that 
we did not desire to send General Carter's memorandum regarding 
the meeting to the White House but did authorize Peter to read it 
in my office and to make whatever notes, he desired. Peter did 
this today in my presence. He took nothing with him except his 
handwritten notes.

A. In light deteriorating situation Cyprus, firm HMG 
eecision that it unable continue carry responsibility alone 
and critical need to prevent military clash between two NATO 
allies, USG has reached following decisions on understandings 
indicated paragraph B: 

1. US will support British proposal for allied 

peace-keeping force in Cyprus. 

2. USG will contribute troop contingent, airlift 

and logistic support. 

3. USG will urge Greece and Turkey to support 

establishment of this force. 

4. USG will approach selected other NATO countries

B. Understandings on which USG decision to take part 
are based follow: 

1. Allied force will be established in Cyprus 
temporarily and will remain for shortest possible time during 
which intensified efforts will be pursued to secure agreement 
of parties to a political settlement. 

2. Greece and Turkey as well as UIC will support 
establishment of force. 

3. Three guarantor powers will secure agreement 
of Makarios and Kutchuk to establishment of force. US will 
support if desirable approaches to Makarios and Kutchuk. 

4. While the force will be drawn from NATO 
countries its establishment will not be a NATO operation. 

5. The allied force will augment British forces 
engaged in keeping law and order on the island in response to 
Makarios' request of December 23 (?), 1963. The force would 
act as the agency of the Guarantor powers under the treaty 

of guarantee. It will operate under British command. 

6. Total strength ot about 10,000 men is con- 
templated including about 2,700 British combat troops now 
on island. The UK will make an additional contribution of

combat forces equivalent in strength to the US contingent. The 
US is prepared to provide up to 3 battaLions totaling approximately 
2,000 men in ground troops. 

Contributions should be obtained from as many other allied 
countries as possible. At least 2 other significant con- 
tributions are needed. For illustrative purposes this might 
result in a force consisting of UK 4,700; US 2,000; Italy 1,000; 
Germany 1,000; and Belgium, Netherlands or Canada 500. Every 
effort would be made to obtain contributions from the largest 
possible number of allied countries which could result in a 
reduction in the requirement for US ground troops. 

'7. US is also, prepared to provide airlift and 
other logistic support. 

8. The US will approach Turkey and Greece as 
soon as confirmation is received of British concurrence in 
this paper. Because of the urgency of the situation these 
approaches should be made January 27. The special difficulties 
with Turkey are recognized. The US would plan to say that 
it is involving itself in the Cyprus problem in response to 
Turkey 1 s urgings and despite its world-wide commitments in 
other ciritical areas. It is essential that in return T ur key 
refrain from any precipitate military or political action.

9. Immediately after Greece and Turkey have agreed to 


the force and the three guarantor powers have secured 


Makarios' agreement, approaches would be made in allied 


capitals. UK would take the initiative and the US would 


follow promptly. 


10. Rules of engagement to be agreed. It is hoped 


that those governing the present British forces would be 


found to be satisfactory. 


C. Related Moves 


1. The US and UK would promptly inform the NATO 


Council but not ask NATO to involve itself. 


2. Every effort should be made to avoid this 


problem going to UN. USUN and UKUN would concert in New 


York to this end and about informing Secretary General and 


other UN organs.
